Fa JHereasthe King Our Soyeraign Lord, uphn ſomedecreaſe of the Plague in the Cities of London and Weſt. 
©) minſter, and places adjacent, and probele hopes it might ceaſe, with colder weather, 13id command the 
next Hillary Term to be held at Weſtminſer, as formerly, thereby intending relief and encouragement to 
His People in thoſe parts, which He mugh defireth : But finding the Contagion hath continued there all 
| this Winter Seaſon, and although by tht Mercy of God, it is ina great meaſure abated, yet doth ill 
continue : And conſidering the confluquce of freſh People which the Term will bring thither, and 
their lodging in Places, and converfing wh Perſons that have been Infected, may be a mcans to ſpread 
and prolong the InfeQion : His Majeſty|therefore, for avoiding that occatjon, and for the future welfare 
and fatety of His People, is pleaſed to Alljourn part of the Term of Sr, Hillary, now next coming (that 
15 to {ay ) inand from the firſt Return thereof, called Ofabis Hllariz, unto therthird Return of the fame Term , called Cra- 
ftino Purificationis, irom Weſtminſter to the Caſtle of Windſor, and there to be held and continued for the reſidue of the ſaid 
Term, which His Majeſty fignifieth to all His loving Subjects of this Realm, to the intent they which have cauſe or command- 
ment to appear inany ot his Highneſs Courts at Weſtminſter, intor at any day or time, in or after the faid Ofabis Hillari;, may 
tarry attheir Dwellings, or where their buſineſs otherwiſe ſhall 'lye, without reſorting to any of the {aid Courts for thar 
cauſe, before the ſaid Craſtino Purificationis next coming, and that without danger, forfeiture or penalty, or contempe, to incur 
towards His Majeſty in that behalt. And nevertheleſs His Majeſties plealure 1s, That according to the ancient Order of the 
Laws, tie Efloyns of the ſaid OFabis Hilarii ſhall be kept, at which time Writs of Adjournment (which His Majeſty hereby 
commancerh the Lord High Chancellor of England to make forth ) ſhall be dire&ed to the Juſtices of either Bench, and ro the 
Judgesot all orher His Majeſties Courts, to whom like Writs have been uſually directed, Giving them power ro Adjourn the 
i.ext Hillary Term, in and from OGabis Hillariz, unto the faid third Return as aforcfaid ; and the {aid Adjournment to be made

His further Will and Pleaſure to be, That in the {aid Term there ſhall be no Tryals by Turies, or any Tadgement upon jJZemur- 
rers or {pecial Verdicts, in any ot His Courts of Kings Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer : And that all Matrers, Coanfes 
and Suirs, depending beeween party and party in His other Courts of Chancery, Excheguer Chambers, or Dutchy of F, x 
«ter, ſhall have continuance, andthe parties (hall have Day from thedate of theſe Preſents, until the ſaid third Ret: nas 2- 
torelaid > And alſo that there ſhall be no Iudicia! Hearings, 0: determining of any Cauſes or Matters in any of the (aid Courts of 
Chancery, Exchequer Chambers, or Datchy of Lancaſter, during the {aid Term, And His Majeſty doth hereby alſo further 
Declare, That no Party ſhall be compelled, or need to appearin Perſon, in any of His Majeſties {aid Courts, at any time du- 
Ting the ſaid Terme , but may make their appearance , by tycir Attorneys, ( ſaving only in caſcs of Out-lawry } And that 
no 1n:ics or any whom the ſame may concern , ſhall be compelled or need fo appear 1n any of His Majeſties ſaid Courts . at a. 
ny time during the faid Terme, for any cauſe or matter whatſogier, unleſs it be for ſome [pecial or important cauſe, for His Ma- 
jeſtie> ſervice only. Fee 
And whereas His Majeſty having removed the Receipt of Hh Exchequer, together with the Tall y-Office, and all things there. 
unto belonging , from Non-ſuch, to Weſtminſter, did by His Froclamation ofthe fifth of this inſtar Jamnary, direct all Ch fs, 
Baylifts , Collectors, and all other Officers , Accomptants, ad Perfons whatſoever , who were to pay in any monies , into 
the {aid Receipt, or otherwiſe to attend the ſame, to keep th@ days and times at Weſtminſter aforeſaid, and there to do, pay, 
and pertorm, in all things, as they ſhould or ought to have dope, if the ſaid Receipt had not been removed , but there conti- 
nued ; Neverthcleſs His Majeſtics pleaſure is , and He doth h&by command all Colleors , Receivers, Sheriffs, and other Ac- 
comptants , and all other Perſons that ſhould or ought to accongt , in any of His Majeſties Courts of Exche quer "© Dinky of 
Lancaſter, Or to enter into any accompr, in either of the ſaid tourts, or otherwiſe to attend the ſaine, to repair unto }Z unu{or at 
the time aforeſaid, and rhen and there ro accowptr , and perfornga all things touching their Accompts, as though no tuch Proclz- 
mation or Adjournment had been had or made: And His Majcſſes further pleaſure and Commandmenc is , thatif any Perſon or 
Pertons, who onght to account or pay any ſum or ſums of ny to His Majeſty, in any of the Courts and places atoreſaid, doe 
make deian]t therein, then his Highnets Writs and Proceſſe,ſhdbe awarded and {ent torth,agai nit every {ach Perſon arid Pe: ſons, 
and the {ame to be duly and orderly ferved, and returned, byffe Sheriffs and Officers appointed thereunto . in fi:ch manner and 
torme as the ſame ſhoulg haye been , if this Proclamation had gt been made; And if any Sheriff, or other Officer, ſh?!l make_ 
deiault , or benegligent in ſerving , executing, or returning | any the Writs and Proceſſes atoreſaid , Tha: ther every ſuch 
Sheriff and other Officer ſhall incur ſuch paines and penalties, i by the ſaid Courts or any of them,ſha'l be taxed and alſctied;V1I- 
ling and commanding ail and every his Majefties Sheriffs, Offica and Subjeds'to whom ic doth or ſha!l apperrain , to oblerye and 
keep their aflemblies and appearances, with all their Returns Þ Certificates in his Highneſs faid Courts at Windſor, i Crafting 
purificationis, next coming.,then and there to be holden and k & , and there to doe their offices and duties in every behalt, inlike 
mar.ner and form, as they ſhould or ought to have done, if chpreſent Proclamation , had nor been had or made ; As they will 
an{wer the contrary at their perils.
